He wasn't. But, today there are 
thousands of men and women 
with hangice?s no more restrict- 
ing than his Who cannot 6bfain 
employment merely because this 
country has not yet learned that 
it is what a man has in his head 
that counts most. 

This is national “Employ-the- 
Handicapped Week.” All over the 
nation employers are being asked 
to take advantage of the State 
Employment and Rehabilitation 
services in their respective states 
and interview for jobs some of 
the manv available men and 
women with skills, ambition, loy- 
altv. courage and a willingness to 
work. 

There is no guess work~about it. 

There are more than 6,000,000 
handicapped workers on the job 
in the United States. Each week 
the combined state employment 
offices place between 20,000 and 
30,000 at work. Some are blind, 
some have lost legs or arms, 
many wear braces, some have 
twisted limbs—but they have 
good heads, hearts and courage 
and thev want to earn their own 
way and be a part of life. 

It is curious that a nation 
which has had so many great ex- 
amples of accomplishment by the 
handicapped in our communities 
and in our national life should 
have allowed the seemingly in- 
exhaustible supply of labor to 
make it so difficult for a handi- 
capped person to find work. De- 
spite intelligence, loyalty, skills 
and a burning desire to work. 
many have been passed over for 
some oafish lunkhead whose chief 
recommendation was that. his 
handicap—a_ slow brain—could 
not be seen. 


Techniques 


Rehabilitation techniques are 
very far advanced. They enable 
the very seriously handicapped to 
do thousands of jobs and do them 
well. They are at work in radio, 
television atid precision instru- 
ment shops, to mention but a few 
places where their gifts have 
been recognized, 

Many of these who need jobs— 
who are at work studying and 
learning to take jobs—are men 
who have suffered some handi- 
cap in war—wars past and wars 
present. They don't want to live 
on pensions or relief. They want 
work. And they deserve it, hav- 
ing earned it. 

The truth is the labor picture: 
already is growing scrious. The 
Army and Navy will take more 
and more men. Selective Serv- 
ice says it already is scraping the 
bottom of the barrel. Modern 
technology demands more work- 
ers, just as the machines of war 
require larger crews of skilled 
men to use and repair them. 

The war plants are going to re- 
quire more workers than those of 
the last war. Thousands of these 
yobs can be held by physically 
handicapped trained workers. 


So let this week remind us, and 
let every man with jobs to fill 
survey his community and check 
with the State Employment 
Service—and fill as many jobs 
as possible with those who are 
not really handicapped when it 
comes to doing a job of work for 
which they are fitted,

British troops in the Suez Canal

Georgia Style 


WASHINGTON—Estimates of Georgia dele- 
gation members now is that Congress wil] not 
eigen: - adjourn before the end of the month. The final 
quitting date has been progressively moved forward ever since 
the House returned from its recess over Labor Day. 


Originally a tentative adjournment had been set for Oct. 1, 
but unfinished work on the legislative calendar caused this to be 
advanced to the middle of the month. Now it is pretty well con- 
ceded on all sides that Congress will be lucky to finish its business 
by Nov. 1. 

One of the causes of delay has been the new administration tax 
bill, which has consumed a great deal of time in conference between 
the two houses. Sen. Walter F. George, as chairman of the top- 
ranking Senate finance committee which reported out the legisla- 
tion in the upper chamber, has had difficulty in ironing out dif- 
ferences with the House. He is the heaa of the Senate conferees on 
the measure. The Georgia senator has insisted that the new tax 
levies be held down to a minimum and has served notice on the 
administration that this is the last tax increase he will support, 
unless the country is faced with an all-out war situation. 

Senator George has been trying to hold the tax bill down to 
no more than $5,500,000,000 or $6,000,000,000 increase, as against a 
request for $10,000,000,000 additional revenue by the administration. 


To Come Home Ater adjournment Georgia members 
plan to return to their homes in the 


state for an indefinite stay. On the whole it has been a strenuous 
session, dating back to last January. The heavy calendar has kept 
most of them constantly on the scene in Washington. 


Brunswick stew, long a favorite dish at Georgia barbecues and — 


political gatherings, has been introduced in an appropriate setting 
at the nation’s capitol by Rep. Henderson Lanham of Rome. 


The Seventh District congressman was prompted to put on a 
demonstration of what real Georgia Brunswick stew is like after 
attending a dinner at one of Washington’s leading restaurants 
recently which featured the delicacy on its menu. It was a din- 
ner in honor of the Georgia delegation in Congress, but all of 
those present agreed that the Brunswick stew served was any- 
thing but. 

The portion served so offended Representative Lanham that he 
arranged for the real article to be sent to him in Washington by 
Reece Johnston of Rome, who commercially cans Brunswick stew 
made from a recipe used in Floyd County for years. The recipe 
was developed by the late Tom Peyton of Rome, who, according 
to Mr. Lanham, cooked most of the stews and barbecues for people 
in that area for years. Mr. Johnston sent up a case of the canned 
product and Representative Lanham took over the speaker’s private 
dining room at the Capitol as an appropriate place to give a lunch- 
eon. He invited all members of the Georgia delegation and a few 
other dignitaries to take part in the feast. All agreed that it was 
food fit for a king—quite foreign to the products dished out to 
them at the restaurant. 


The Georgia delegation counts at least two 
Stew Experts experts on the subject in its numbers. Rep. 
Sidney Camp of Newnan and Rep. Prince Preston of Statesboro 
have reputations for being able to put together about as fine a 
Brunswick stew as is made. Both are rated excellent coBks. 


Contrary to a popular impression held in some circles, Bruns- 
wick stew, according to Representative Camp, does not take its 
name from Georgia’s coastal city, but originated at Brunswick, 
Germany, a century or more ago. His favorite recipe calls for cook- 
ing a pig’s head with an equal weight of chicken and ground beef; 
that is, 50 per cent pig’s head or fresh pork, 40 per cent chicken 
and 10 per cent beef. After the meat is cooked an equal weight 
of vegetables is prepared in the following percentages: 40 per cent 
corn, 50 per cent tomatoes and 10 per cent onions. Okra also can 
be used under his formula. 

The vegetables are cooked in the juice left over from the meat. 
Then the two are mixed together and seasoned according to taste 
with salt, pepper, Worcester sauce, Jemon juice and sliced lemon, 
care being taken to give the portion the right consistency of a stew. 

Mr. Camp reports that after his recipe was published recently 
Georgia houses putting up Brunswick stew in cans were flooded 
with orders from a number of states over the country. There are 
several such manufacturing plants in Georgia, all putting out a 
splendid pepeue, he declared.

An Interesting Old Bottle Field 


This week 172 years ago a reckless Lithuanian died at 31 on board ec & 
warship at Savannah, one among millions of young men who over the broad years 
have given their lives for liberty. Almost two centuries later the National Park 
Service in Washington was ready to send another man, same age, to a post of duty 
at the fort which bears the name of the hero from the Slavic land across the sea. 
The soldier was Count Casimir Pulaski.

On 
Sunday, Oct. 14—that’s tomorrow—that island 
in the estuary at Savannah will be the mecca of 
hundreds of historically minded who turn out in 
observance of Pulaski Day. 

Casimir Pulaski, usually identified as Polish, 
was born in Lithuania in 1748. Before he was 
old enough to go to the polls—if the Poles could 
have gone to the polls, which they couldn’t— 
Pulaski was in on a plot to capture the king. 
Branded as a public enemy, he fled to America 
and joined up with George Washington’s Army. 
He organized his own legion during that “Polish 
winter” at Valley Forge. The Pulaski contingent 
came south to fight. Its colorful leader was 
wounded Oct. 9, 1779, at Savannah and died a 
few days later aboard the warship Wasp.

THE MONUMENT to Pulaski on Cockspur 
Island was born at least 30 years too late. Work- 
men spent 18 years laying 25,000,000 bricks to 
build a fort. And then the Federals came along 
in 1862 with their rifled cannon and pounded a 
good many of those brick into dust. Under attack, 
Fort Pulaski held out for only 30 hours.

tells, too, how the Park Service has restored the 
moats which are a part of the defenses and of the 
hundreds of artifacts which have been fished from 
the moats and from the cavernous cisterns. These 
articles—bottles, tools, etc.—are relics of the days 
when the fort was garrisoned. Carefully cata- 
logued under the eye of Custodian Ralston Latti- 
more, they will be exhibited in the museum. 

In the bottle field there are containers for 
pickles, peppers, alcoholic drinks, wines, bitters, 
mineral waters, soda water, and ink—26 sizes and 
shapes of ink bottles alone. The evidence is that 
the soldiers at Pulaski drank as much patent 
medicine as thev did liquor and that the officers, 
too, carelessly tossed “dead soldiers” into the 
moat. Some of those dug up once held cham- 
pagne and Scotch.

In the midcle of the night when the draw 
bridges were all drawn, every portcullis down 
tight and the hatches battened, a reporter stripped 
to his “union suit,” swam the moat, and effected 
an entrance in the way which still has the NPS 
puzzled.

Rebellion on Welfare Rolls 


NEW YORK—The unanimous vote of the Governors at their conference in Gat- 
linburg, Tenn., to demand for the states control of their own “relief” administra- 
tions, including their right to publish the names of all who receive the publie 
charity and the amounts, is a rebellion against the impudent tyranny of Congress. 
The Federal Social Security Act imposes on the several states a confidential obli- 
gation which permits grafters, ne’er-do-wells, drunkards and trollops to enjoy 


subsidies for vicious conduct at the expense of decent citizens. A she-tramp with a habit of bearing 
casual children dumps them on the public rolls without limit as to numbers other than her own ca- 
pacity and lives on the proceeds of her misconduct. A husband and wife conspire that he shall pre- 
tend to abandon her and she may collect relief without having to prove that he has checked out or 


prosecute him for nonsupport. 

If he sneaks home the back way in the dark 
of the moon, the pair of them may make a go of 
it on charity."He needn’t be too furtive about it, 
either, for many of the professional leeches who 
administer this corrupt racket measure their ef- 
fectiveness by the size of their clientele. 

The Republican legislature of Indiana passed 
a law last March, overriding the veto of a New 
Deal Governor, requiring the County Welfare De- 
partments to publish quarterly lists of those who 


receive old-age assistance and aid to dependent 


children and the amounts paid in respect to each 
individual. The law provides that these records 
must be open for public inspection. 

Lester Hunt, a reporter on the staff of the 
Indianapolis Star, directed a crusade for this law 
and put it through, with the editorial backing of 
a management which sometimes wallows in the 
political swills but also sometimes shows startling 
evidence of principle. When Hunt began his 
campaign he found many Democrats on his side, 
some of whom wanted to go even further than 
his proposals. 

The Federal Security Administration ordered 
that if Indiana maintained this position the Fed- 
eral grant-in-aid would be withheld. 


The answer of the Indiana legislature to 
that threat, a legal threat, by the way, under 
the grand design of the Roosevelt conspiracy, 
was to assume the extra burden and plan to- 
ward the future when the secrecy will be 
licked by demand of states which have been 
systematically robbed all these years by the 
lowest bums in their population, including 
sons and daughters of elderly persons who 
flatly refuse to carry their moral and legal 
obligations to their parents. Meanwhile, by 
knocking the deadbeats off the rolls, Indiana 
will pare down the total by millions of dol- . 
lars a year and the example to other states 
probably will embolden them to do more or 
less likewise. 


In the Gatlinburg conference the Governors 
unanimously agreed Congress must change the 
law permitting each state to make its own de- 
cision for or against publicity. 

“Our attorney general told the Governor that 
the state law did not compel Ewing to cut us off 
from federal grants-in-aid,” Hunt writes. “He 


said Ewing could rule with us as well as he 
could rule against us. But, if Ewing did rule for 
us, other states would surge forward with simi- 
lar laws and Ewing’s empire, held together by 
his secret spending of tax money and his dicta- 
torial powers, would collapse. If Indiana wins, 
federal control is set back on its heels and this 
welfare philosophy collapses. It should not cost 
Indiana more to pay her own way without fed- 
eral grants because the economies that will be ef- 
fected through public inspection of the welfare 
rolls will offset the amounts denied us by Ewing. 
Already the cost has dropped about 10 percent 
through fear of publicity. With a little tightening 
up, it will go down another 25 percent. The at- 


tacks of the Star, thus far, have saved the state 
- about $5,000,000 in expenditures.” 


At the Governors’ Conference, Governor Tal- 
madge, of Georgia, said his state could cut her 
old-age pension costs by two-thirds by a law re- 
quiring publication of names and amounts.

In football, six or seven mistakes are made 
on @ach play. In baseball, every action is routine, the swing. the 
pitch, the act of fielding the ball. In football. a player must be pre- 
pared to meet a new situation on every play he runs.” 

Néyland himself was and still is the kind of man who loves 
a good fight. As the degree of bodily contact or mental conflict is 
lessened in a sport. so is the General's interest in it. Of golf, he says: 


“T never could see the idea of striking a white ball with 
a club, walking 200 vards, give or take a little. and hitting it 
again. There's no feeling of competition. Even in tennis there 
is sharp conflict in passing your opponent at the net after 
maneuvering him out of position. There must be sharp conflict 
to satisfy the good competitor.” 


This is the General from shoe sole to short-cropped hair. He 
Joves football for its sound and fury, for its mental and phvsica! 
conflict. He runs his football school as he would run an Army 
camp. He is one of the game's very greatest figures.

One of the Generals greatest ex-generals finds himself blinded 
by the glare of rapt national attention this Saturday. Hardly anybody. 
including Bobby Dodd himself, anticipated a match of giants as 
Georgia Tech met with Louisiana State.

It had some estab- 
lished stars, like Sam Lyle and Ray Collins and Charley Peavey. 
This one came out of nowhere.”

CHICAGO—If the Post Office 
Department undertook to de- 
liver milk to vour doorstep, the 
cost of delivery alone, under 
present rates, would be. $1.58 
per quart. And under the pro- 
“posed increase in postal rates 
«the delivery cost would be $2.10 
“per quart, Theodore G. Mon- 
tague, president of the Borden 
Company, told the nations’ 
newspaper food editors meeting 
here. 

Watching every 
-{s essential in marketing 
“America’s groceries,” especial- 
“lv a low-priced, low-profit, 
highly competitive item such as 
milk, Mr. Montague explained. 
The homemakers of the nation 
can help combat inflation by in- 
sisting the government follow 
“the economy practices of their 
«own homes and of America’s in- 
“dustries, he continued. 
| Urging upon American women 
an understanding of basic eco- 

; nomics as they apply to national 
affairs, Mr. Montague said: 

“From the elementary mat- 
ters which directly concern the 

“operation of the household, it is 
‘but a step to the general eco- 
nomic problems that are trou 
bling the country today. The 
solution of many of these prob- 
lems rests with housewives as 
well as the men in government.” 

Consumers are so confused bv 
rice, by dollars and cents, that 
hey have lost their sense of 
values, Mr. Montague said. To 
regain it, he suggested they vis- 
ualize a return to the barter 
svstem for a brief period during 
which all trading would be done 
in terms of merchandise. On 
the barter basis, if the house- 
wife started with one case of 

“milk (12 quarts), she would 

—*Jearn that among items. she 
could get in exchange would be 
onlv one of these: One tooth- 
brush and three tubes of tooth- 
paste: a very small bottle of in- 
expensive perfume; six short- 
“stemmed roses; one pair of babv 
shoes, or a home permanent 
wave kit. 

In a comparison of milk and 
dairy products with other foods, 
Mr. Montague pointed out that 
the recommended amounts of 
milk, as set forth in the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture's 
*“moderate-cost market basket,” 
will provide about 40 percent of 
the family’s nutriments. More 
important even than that, ne 
added, the price of this 40 per- 
cent nutriment comes to less 
than 23 percent of the cost of 
the entire basket of recommend- 
ed foods. 

To show how the dairy in- 
dustry has worked to keep milk 

»- prices low, Mr. Montague stated 
“that the substitution of every- 
other-day delivery for dailv 

‘“home service has pared more 
than a quarter billion dollars 
from the American consumers’ 
annual milk bill. He urged an 
industrv-wide reduction in home 
deliveries to three times weeklv 
to bring about even greater 
savings to the consumer. This 

~limited service plan is already 
in use in many cities, he said, 
adding that there rs no sound 
argument that can be advanced 
against it.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Oct. 12—A tired group of Georgia 
Future Farmers left Kansas City Friday after winning sev- 
eral national honors and awards at the 24th FFA National 
convention which ended Thursday night.

Marion 
Wing, now manager of the Sears- 
Roebuck Farm Store in Atlanta, 
was elected to the FFA national 
board of officers in 1932. 

The Blakely-Union FFA chap- 
ter was a winner in the national 
chapter achievement contest, re- 
ceiving gold emblem rating for the 
third consecutive year. Only 32 
chapters out of 8,000 in the nation 
were declared eligible for the ton 
rating.
